NAVY SOME GOOD 

Rainbow Earned $13,000 Capturing 
Poaching Vessels. 

Ottawa.—The Pacific devleloa of 
the Canadian navy has been the 
means of an addition slightly exceed¬ 
ing $13,000 to the consolidated re¬ 
venue. The Rainbow laBt summe- 
caught the Seattle ship Edrle poach¬ 
ing in Canadian waters within the 
three mile limit. The Edrle was con¬ 
fiscated. jfter , owners went to the 
courts and endeavored to show that 
the fishing had been done outside 
the lhpit The supreme court of Bri¬ 
tish Columbia recently, decided that 
the Edrle was poaching and ordered 
the sale of the vessel by public auc¬ 
tion. The marine department receiv¬ 
ed word that the sale bad brought the 
government $13,000. 

Many Artticoatl Wreck*, 
i Ottawa.—The department of marine 
and fisheries la preparing a chart 
showing the number of wrecks of the 
Island Anticosti since 1820. The 
chart shows the south coast to be 
closely fringed with wrecks the north 
coast and points off the island also 
having their share. No fewer than 
one hundred and ten ships are record¬ 
ed as having been lost on these 
coasts. The government has now 
four modern lights on Anticosti. 

Railway Subsidy. 

Ottawa.—The following railway 

subsidy Is announced : 

Guarantee of bonds or debentures 
of the Canadian Northern Alberta,'not 
to exceed $35,000 a mite, for construc¬ 
tion' of a line from a point 160 miles 
west of St Albert, 115 miles, to the 
Yellow Head Pass. 

Seal Fishery Outlook Unfavorable. 

St John, Nfld.—The outlook fbr the 
annual seal fishery season, which 
„ opened la decidedly unfavorable thus 
far. Several of the steamers have 
met with mishaps, according to wire¬ 
less despatches, and the whole fleet 
la believed to have missed the main 
seal herd. 

Government Railway Subsldlss 

Ottawa.—Ths new Government’s 
first hndgst of transportation aid In 
the form of railway and bridge sub¬ 
sidies was brought doWn and it 
•mounts to $22,927,200. subsidies pro¬ 
vided for 3,423 miles of railway, the 
construction of which st ths maxim¬ 
um of $<,400 a mile will Involve Gov- 
eminent aid amounting to $21,971,200.

Quebec Government Will Grant $10,.

Montreal.—The Star publishes the 
following despatch from Quebec: 

"Before the edd of the week the 
government will Introduce resolutions 
to grant ten million dollars for rail¬ 
way construction In this province. It 
la stated that the subsidies will take 
the form of land grants to the rail¬ 
ways, and of these it Is understood 
that some will be convertible Into 
money later on Under certain condi¬ 
tions. 

"This will be the most important 
legislation of the session, and It Is 
considered here to Indicate that the 
provincial elections are imminent. 

“The government has kept the best 
till the last, and the secret has been 
guarded with the most scrupulous 
care.

MANY GERMANS RETURN HOME 


Montreal Trying, To Raise A War 
Scare—Consul Denies Yarn. 
Montreal.—Gerpian Canadians, who 
are still attached to the reserve of 
the Kaiser's army, and that means 
practically every able-bodied German 
In Canada, are. It Is freely stated, 
making a very general movement Bo- 
ward the Fatherland, acting -under the 
firm belief that a war between Bri¬ 
tain and Germany Is inevitable and 
only-a short way off. 

The amount of steamship traffic to 
German ports booked from this city 
has proved an Increase during- the 
past two weeks, not only for Imme¬ 
diate sailing, but also for sailings 
stretched over the whole summer. 
Local men. who are close to the Ger¬ 
man element of Montreal’s composite 
citizenship, state the the likelihood 
of war is freely discussed and that 
business affairs here are being so ar¬ 
ranged as to pkrdilt of a rapid exodus 
to the scene of action bhould war be 
declared. 

At the German consulate It was 
stated that the departure of Germans 
from Montreal for the Home Land 
had nothing whatever to do with the 
posslbllltieh of war with Britain. It 
was emphatically denied that any 
Germans now residing in Montreal. 
had been recalled by the Home Gov¬ 
ernment. 

FEDERAL SUBSIDIES 

From a Half Million to be Spent by 
Government In Aiding Agriculture 
Ottawa.—The first federal subsidy 
to the provinces under the Burrell aid 
to agriculture bill, will It Is expected 
reach the half million mark. The ap¬ 
portionment of this sum allowed pro¬ 
vinces on basis of population will It 
Is believed provide enough for begin¬ 
ning and will prepare way for larger 
expenditures next year under a more 
clearly defined' system. It Is 1 for the 
purpose of working out a scheme 
which will be a permanent basis for 
future federal helps to agriculture In 
the several provinces that C. C. James 
enters Dominion service. 

The half million to be spent this 
year will give Ontario about $170,000, 
Quebec, $130,000; British Columbia. 
$27,000; Saskatchewan, $33,000; and 
other provinces In proportion.

Dominion Government Proposes to 
Give $100 to Each Veteran. 
Ottawa.—The" government proposes 
to give' a- grant of $100 per head to 
veterans--Of the Fenian raids. -The 
announcement is In the following re¬ 
solution 'of which notice has been 
given by Hon. Sam Hughes, minister 
of militia. |

RECORD GRADES IN ROCKIES __ 

Canadian Northern Engineer* Obtain 
Almost Dead Level on The 
Western Slope. 

Vancouver, B.C.^Across the Rock¬ 
ies at Yellowhead Pass and over Al- 
breada Summit, separating the water¬ 
sheds of the south fork of the Fraser 
river and the North Thompson, the 
Canadian Northern railroad has se¬ 
cured lower grades than those pos- 
seas ed bv any other trans-continental 
HjM47ay in Canada or the United Stat¬ 
es. 

,This is the main feature contain¬ 
ed In a report submitted to T. H. 
White, chief engineer of the Macken- 
zie-Mann system, by W. I. Bassett, 
who waa In charge of the engineering 
party engaged on permanent location 
In that region during the past nine 
months. Mr. Bassett reached the 
city after a roundabout trip via Ed- 
monton. 

According to the report of Mr. Baa- 
sett, the line west from Yellow Head 
Pass down the westerh' slope of the 
Rockies to Cranberry Lake, a distance 
of 60 miles, will have a maximum 
grade bt 7-10 of 1 per cent. 

These gradeB for practical purposes 
virtually constitute a dead level and 
will enable the railway company to 
operate loaded trains of 50 hr 60 cars 
by one locomotive In either direction 
over the summits. This will mean 
economy of fuel and reduce general 
operating charges to the basis that 
obtains on the prairie divisions. 

On the ascent to Yellowhead Pass 
from the' Alberta foothills another 
Canadian Northern engineering party 
was successful In obtaining maximum 
grades of 5-10 of 1 per cent kr an 
elevation of about 22 feet per hnlle. 
These result* surpass those achieved 
by the engineers of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific which has hitherto enltVed 
the record of ha* ihg the lowest grides 
across the Rockies. For a dlstanc* pf 
18 mile* down the western slopelbf 
the backbone of the continent Wte 
Grand Trunk Pacific has a maximum 
grade of 1 per cent, due to the fact 
that there Is a long and gradual rla^t 
from the aouth fork of the Fraser 
river at Tete Jaune Cache. Near thai 
point the route of the rival railway id 
located several hundred feet up the' 
side hills In order to make allowance, 
for the asceat southward to Albreada 
Summit.

Tbla coin, wblcb la know* as tbe con¬ 
tinental currency dollar, la owned by 
H. O. Uran berg of Osbkosb. WIs.. and 
represents unquestionably tbe very drat 
metallic Issue to bear tbe stamp of tbe 
United States, or United Colonies, a» 
tbe confederation was originally known. 
The continental dollar preceded by nine 
year, tbe Issue of tbe Orst regularly au¬ 
thorised cent of 1787—tbe Fttglo or 
Franklin cent—and tba Issue of tbe lat¬ 
ter colo, no doubt, wes largely Influ¬ 
enced by tbla Brat dollar, for It bore Its 
principal featnres of design. . 

Tbe continental currency dollar Is 
about tba size of an ordinary sliver dol¬ 
lar and contains 878 grains of silver. 
On tbe obverse tbe principal design la 
a aun sblntng on a sundial, with tbe 
word "Fngio" to tbe left. Below tbe 
dial la tbe motto. "Mind Tonr Busi¬ 
ness,” a saying attributed to Franklin. 
Tbla central design la Inclosed by two 
circles, while around the border In large 
letters, la tba Inscription “Continental 
Currency. 1776.” On tbe reverse la tba 
drcla of tblrtaen links, eacb of which 
bears tbe name of one of tbe thirteen 
colonies. In tbe center la a radiation 
wblcb Incloses a donble circle. In wblcb 
are tbe words “American Congress. 
We Are One.” 

No definite Information as to Where 
tbe continental currency dollar waa 
made can now be obtained, but It la 
thought to have been produced by one :

| Value ef Cottonseed Cake as Part af 
the Ration For Stock. ’ 

Cold pressed cottonseed cake la tbe 
byproduct remaining after tbe whole 
seeds bave been crushed to extract tba 
oil. aaya Kansas Farmer. It differs 
from tbe ordinary cottonseed cake In 
that the latter has tbe bulla and Hot 
removed, tbe kernels heated and placed 
between clotba and then pressed to ex¬ 
tract tbe oil 

Cold pressed cake contains tbe (balls 
and short lint, while tbe ordinary cake 
[does not For tbla reason tbe ordinary 
; cake la richer tn protein. - 
| Tbe cake Is ground . Into meal for 
feeding purposes, and. while tbe ani¬ 
mals could doubtless eat tbe cake If 
broken up. It paya veil to grind It. 

Being very rich In protein! cotton¬ 
seed cake la always used as a concen¬ 
trate and cannot bo compared with 
corn, which la not 

It la an excellent concentrate with 
which to balance up a ration for al¬ 
most any'farm animal, and alfalfa bay 
la one of the beet things to feed with it 

Aa cottonseed meal cannot be used 
for a. grain ration, com or some otber 
grain should be used with It 

The best ration reported by tbe Illi¬ 
nois station for steer fattening was 
composed of sixteen and stx-tsntbs 
pounds of corn meal, two and nine- 
tenths pound of ollmeal and eight and 
seven-tenths ponnd of clover hay. On 
| this ration tbe steers made a gain of 
two and four-tenths pounds per day 
I In a test of 186 days on 1,000 pound 
j steers. Alfalfa bay can be substituted 
! for clover bay. 

In feeding sheep a Scottish tast show¬ 
ed tbe beat results from a ration com¬ 
posed of elght-tentbs pound of oil cake, 
four-tenths pound of bay and thirteen 
and flve-tenths pounds of turnlpa. on 
which tbe sbeep gained tblrty-slx hun¬ 
dredths pound per day. Sugar beets 
could be substituted for turnlpa by 
feeding a smaller quantity. 

A Michigan teat was made vflth nine- 
tenths pound of dried beef pulp or mo¬ 
lasses beet pulp, thret'-tenths pound of 
oil meal and one and three-tenths 
pounds of clovfr bay, on wblcb the 
sheep gained thirty-four hundredths 
j pound per day. Alfalfa hay can be 
; substituted for clover in any ration by 
j using a somewhat smaller amount, 
i Cottonseed meal is a valuable con- 
| centrate with which to- balance up the 
! ration for beef or dairy cattle, bogs, 
horses or sbeep, and the rations given 
I above are average rations. Begin tbe 
feeding period with a small amount of 
J cottonseed meal In the ration and grad- 
I ually increase it. Fattening steers may 
! begin on one pound per day and In- 
! crease to as high as six or eight pounds.

Treaty That Safeguards the 8eenle 
Beauty ef the Cataract. 

Tbe United State* aod Canada bave 
negotiated a treaty wblcb controls tbe 
diversion of water from tbe Niagara 
river and preserves tbe scenic gran¬ 
deur of Niagara falls for all time. 
Tbe treaty goes Into fall effect auto¬ 
matically in March, upon tbe expira¬ 
tion of the law wblcb now limits some 
•f Its provisions. 

Tbe thternatlona! agreement waa 
made In response to a general demand 
that tbe question of water diversion 
be settled once and for all In accord¬ 
ance with expert opinion. Tbe treaty 
makers had exhaustive testa conducted 
by hydraulic engineers, aod It was de¬ 
termined that diversions should not 
exceed 86.000 cubic feet a second on 
tbe Canadian side and 20.000cubic feet 
a second on the American side, out of 
a total flow of 240.000 cubic feet a sec¬ 
ond. 

Tbe use of this quantity of-water 
for power purposes, the engineers 
found, would not affect tbe appearance 
of tbe falls sufficiently for tbe eye to 
detect. Mince only about balf tbe 
quantity permitted by tbe treaty Is 
now diverted, twice tbe present horse¬ 
power can be produced without endan¬ 
gering tbe scenic beauty of tbe cat¬ 
aract.—Exchange.

Ration For Growing Pigs. 

Growing pigs should receive, where 
It la possible, some skimmllk. An Ideal 
ration would be to mix some middlings 
with skimmllk and feed tbem about 
tbree pounds of the slop for each one 
pound of corn. In other words., feed 
about three pounds of skimmllk to one 
pound of corn. Buttermilk la also a 
good feed for pigs and can be used In 
lieu of skimmllk. If no skimmllk la 
obtainable, then we would mix the 
middlings In water and feed it with 
corn, as above. Tbe beat results are 
obtained wben a variety of feed la giv¬ 
en. It la not wise to have either corn 
or middlings or skimmllk form tbe en¬ 
tire ration for tbe pig. Better results 
are obtained when they are fed togeth¬ 
er. In tbe absence of skimmllk a 
fourth to a third of a pound of tank¬ 
age may be fed dally. Blood meal ta 
also used when skimmllk cannot be ob¬ 
tained. |

Oak Island Is the Scene of Operations 

Which Are Stranger Than Fiction.— 

At a Oapth of ISO Feet Under the 
' Ground the Bering Tools Hays 

Struck Matal, Oak, Cement and 

Shaspakln With Lattaring. 

Another attempt is to be made to 
solve the mystery of ttje famous 
money pit on Oak Island, in M&hone 
Bay. Nova Scotia. At the laat at¬ 
tempt made some years ago some vqry 
remarkable discoveries were made, 
but for certain reasons they were not 
advertised abroad. - Aa in the case of 
their predecessors, the treasure-seek¬ 
ers on this occasion were baulked by 
uncanny accidents which destroyed 
the labors of many months, but. the 
tale oi tneir doings ia the moet inter¬ 
esting and most convincing chapter in 
the history of this amazing quest for 
treasure trove. They demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that at a depth of over 
160 feet below the surface of the 
ground something encased in cement 
and oak-wood lies buried, and that a 
tunnel was constructed to permit the 
sea,water to flow into the pit and 
baulk the efforts of anyofle who did 
not know the secret of shutting off the 
sea to raise whatever may be at the 
bottom of the pit. 

Captain J. W. Welling, who had 
charge of the operations on the last 
oocasion when an attempt was made 
to solve the mystery, consented the 
other day to tell the story of his ad¬ 
ventures and disooveries. 

"When I went on the island U> take 
charge of the work there, I was very 
sceptical," he said. “I had no money 
invested in the enterprise, and did not 
take any stock in the story of buried 
treasure. got into it in this way. 
Borne time previous I had left a ship 
and gone home to Amherst. I had 
hardly got there before some of my 
'friends came io me, told me they had 
formed a company to search for the 
treasure on Oak Island, and asked me 
to go down and take charge of the 
work. They said the man they had 
appointed manager was not giving 
satisfaction, and that so tar he had 
done little or nothing. 

"Well, I laughed at them, and told 
them that they could find better use 
for money than putting it in boles ill 
Oak Island. But they had the treas¬ 
ure-hunting fever, and insisted that I 
take the job. So at last I consented 
and went down to the island.'I found 
very little had been done, and that 
things were about as they had been 
represented to me. and wrote back 
home advising my friends to quit. But 
they told me to go ahead. So I got a 
new gang of men. most of them good 
miners, and went to work. I had 
only been at work a short time when 
a strange thing happened. An old man 
who said he was from the United 
States came to the island, and de¬ 
clared he could tell just where the 
treasure was. if it consisted of gold. 
He had a divining rod, and ha began 
to experiment with it. After a few 
moment he said we were digging in 
the wrong place, and, stepping aside a 
few yards, told us we would find the 
treasure under the place. where he 
was standing. Then he talked away, 
and his divining rod kept pointing to¬ 
wards the place he said the treasure 
was. He spent a little time taking 
measurements'along the surface of the- 
ground and noting the angles of his 
divining rod. Then he made some cal¬ 
culations and informed us that the 
treasure was located at a depth of be¬ 
tween 150 and 160 feet. 

"After that I took the old man in a 
boat and rowed him off the island. At 
a mile away his divining rod*f>ointed 
towards the Money Pit, at a great an¬ 
gle with the perpendicular, and three 
miles away it still pointed towards the 
Money Pit. The old man was a bit 
excited. He said there must be a big 
quantity.of treasure buried there. 

"And' this old man did another pe¬ 
culiar thing. He said: ‘I hear there is 
a tunnel running from the pit to the 
shore below low water: I’ve never seen 
a map of the island, and don’t know 
where the tunnel is. but I’ll wager any 
money you like I’ll show you just 
where it runs.’ Then he gd(. a small 
switch, took a turn around the Money 
Pit. and s'arted off to the shore, 
walking, right over the line of the 
tunnel. When he came near the shore 
he said: 'Now, that’s funny. The wa¬ 
ter seems to me as far down here as 
it is near the Pit.’ 

"The old man went away, and I 
have never seen or heard of him from 
that day to this. At the time I did 
not take any stock in what he said. I 
was satisfied that we were digging in 
the right spot, and that nobody would 
dig a hole 150 feet deep to bury any¬ 
thing in. We supposed then that the 
mystery was located at a depth of a 
little over 100 feet. As for the.tunnel,- 
we thought it sldjped up from the pit 
towards the low/water mark. 

"Well, we kept on working in the 
pit, whielw-vfe supposed was the 
Money Pit. We werebothered a great 
I deal with water, but with the aid of 
I pumps we managed fo get down to 
a depth of 105. where we struck a cross 
tunnel, driven by the Halifnx Com¬ 
pany. We worked through this tun*

An attempt to pipe 
this hole was made, but the pipe was 
turned by the iron obstruction and 
went off to one side through puddled 
clay. Whan it was drawn out the aide 
of the pipe wsb cut as if with a may 
chisel for 1 1-2 inches, and a piece™ 
was broken off. 

“We then attached a 1.1-2 inchjdrill 
to the machine, worked past the iron 
at 198 feet; end continued on down. 

At 153 feet 8 inches we struck what 
was first thought io be sandstone, but 
was afterwards found to be hard ce¬ 
ment. We bored through 7 inches of 
eement, and then through 6 inches of 
solid oak wood. When through the 
wood the augur dropped - about 11-2 
inches and rested upon what seemed 1 
to be soft matal. The augur was care- , 
fully withdrawn and th**fibrings were ) 
preserved. Among these boring was - 
a small piece of sheepskin parchment 
upon which were written characters— 
apparently parts of the letters ’’vi” 
or ”ui” or "wi.” 

When the augur was withdrawn it 
waa replaced by a boring chisel, and 
with this by twisting the rods we 
managed in the course of five hours 
or more to work down through 2 feet I 
8 inches of metal in pieces, and struck 
a soft metal into which we could force , 
the chisal and make it stick. We ! 
hauled up tha chisel and found it w.is 1 
as sharp as when it went down. j 

"We then decided to pipe this hoTe 
and try to secure a sample of the 
metal. With this idea in view we 
lowered a small pipe, but though we 
managed to get it past the obstruc¬ 
tion at 126 feet it was turned from its ' 
course, did not go down to the ce¬ 
ment, and the hole was lost. 

"The company's funds were exhaust¬ 
ed by that time, and the bigger share¬ 
holders were adverse to the idea of 
taking in outsiders. They thought 
that they would be. able to raise the 
money necessary 'to get more pumps 
and boilers on their own account in a 
short time, and it was decided to floor 
the bottom of the Money Pit and put 
everything in shape to withstand the 
water and prevent the cribbing from 
settling, which was accordingly done, 
and the work was abandoned in the 
hope of being able to resume opera¬ 
tions in a short time. 

"But the four men who were the life 
and soul of the company all died 
with in three.months. 

"After that a dozen men in Amherst 
held a meeting and agreed to raise 
the money necessary to go on with 
the work; but somebody had been 
telling tales of the very st^nge things 
that had befallen us during the course 
of our labors, and some of their lady 
friends convinced them that th* is¬ 
land was enchanted. And Mint some 
witchcraft guarded that box of metal 
in the Money Pit." 

Although Captain Welling went to 
Oak Island in a sceptical frame of 
mind, his experience there made him 
a firm believer in the existence of a 
great treasure in the Money Pit. and 
alter the death of the four principal 
men in the old company, he and Mr. 

F. L. Blair, of Amharst, Nova Scotia, 
took over the lease of the island. 
Many people are familiftt with the le¬ 
gend tnat Captain Kidd buried $10*~ 
000,000 on Oak Island, a legend which 
arose from the discovery by some of | 
the earlier diggers' of a flat stpne bear- I 
ing an inscription which somebody 
said conveyed the information which 
is the bn si# of the legend. But Cap¬ 
tain Welling believes the treasure was 
put there l^ng Before Kidd’s time, and 
that it is * much Bigger treasure than 
Kidd gathf'red together. And certain¬ 
ly it is impossible to imagine any body ; 
of men burying an oak box encased 
in cement and full of soft metal at » ' 
depth of over one hundred and fifty ' 
feet on a secluded island, and to con- 
strifct a tunnel which must have cost 
months of weary labor, unless thqy 
had a tremendous treasure to hide— 
some great religious or national trea¬ 
sure. And, then, what of the mys¬ 
tery beyond the piece of iron at a | 
depth of 10 feet? The whole story 
of this island iB amazing: but Captain 
Welling’s discoveries only deepened 
the mystery. 

When the piece of parchment which 
the auger brought up 1 from the box 
was sent to a professor in Nova Sco¬ 
tia who knows something about such 
things, he pronounced it to be a piece 
of very old sheepskin parrehment. In 
order that there might be no doubt of i 
the matter, this man sept it to an au- ' 
thority in Boston without explaining ' 
where it came from. The Boston ex¬ 
pert wrote back that the specimen 
sent him was a piece of sheepskin 
parchment of a kind that had not ] 
been manufactured for 250 years, and 
that the- characters on it had been i 
written by a quill pen using Indian j 

ink 

As to the tunnel, there seems to be 
satisfactory evidence that it was the 
work of men. The Halifax Company ' 

' which made an effort to solve the 
mystery in -1850 made some interest- 
j ing discoveries on the shore of : 
Smith’s Cove. With a view to locat- 
j ing the inlet t6 the tnnnel they re¬ 
moved the sand and gravel covering 
i the beach, and came to a covering or 
bed of a brown, fibrous plant, resem¬ 
bling the husk of a cocoanut. Tiiis ! 
fibre, specimens of which were prev¬ 
iously found in the Money .Pit. was j 
proved to be s tropical plant, and in I 
former times was used as dunnage In 1 
stowing the cargo of ships. This h*d 1 
i of brown fibre was two inches in depth i 
and spread over a considiuiible area. , 
Underlying this was four oSW-e inches j. 

| of decayed sea-grass, and mder this 
was a compact iiiobs of beaclE stones 
free from sand.. ■ •

An Unknown Region. 

Of the few remaining unexplored 
regions of the earth one of the most 
interesting is that part of the great 
river Brahmaputra, just nortli of Hie 
British frontier in Thibet.

Bullet Proof 8hiold. 

Lieut. Blsblnl of the Thirty-second 
Infantry, who is now at Tripoli, has 
Invented a bullet proof shield which 
can be put to different uses with 
great advantage. The shield consists 
of a light plats of tempered steel 12 
Inches wide and 16 Inches long, shap¬ 
ed like a spade. When fitted to one 
of the tent poles the shield can sfrve 
the purpose of a spade for digging 
trenches in the sand. In skirmish¬ 
ing soldiers can use It to take cover 
by lying on the ground and firing 
from behind the shield through the 
hole, which Is large enough to admit 
the barrel of the rifle. The shield can 
also be used when soldiers fire kneel¬ 
ing, and in bayonet charges it can be 
etrapped ovp. the left arm and serve 
the purpose of a regular shield. On 
the march the shield, which Is very 
light Is hung over the knapsack. The 
Blsblnl shield has been experimented 
with successfully and found bullet 
proof at 100 yards, so that very pro¬ 
bably It will be adopted as an essen¬ 
tial part cf the equipment of Infantry 
soldiers.

Strikes During February. 

The strike situation In Canada Con¬ 
tinues on the whole favourable ac¬ 
cording to the latest reports of the 
Department of Labour. Few disputes 
of Importance occurred during Februr 
ary, the one affecting most employees 
being that of the cloak and garment 
workers In the. employ ot T. Eaton 
Company, Toronto and Montreal. 
About 600 employees were affected by 
this dispute. Altogether there war* 
twelve strikes In existence during 
February affecting about 60 firms and 
1,200 employees. The loss of time 
In working days was approximately 
10,000, compare'’ with 12.000 days lost 
from the same cause (luring January, 
add over 32,000 days lost In February, 
1911. Eight strikes remained In ex¬ 
istence at the. closo of the month.
